FIRST BALE OF COUNTY 

Elba’s first bale of cotton in 
the 1953 season came into Mor- 
row Gin & Peanut Company at 
12:10 in the afternoon, August 
3. Jonn W. Stephens ana L. C. 
‘Bryant of Damascus community 
on Route 4 collected $329.05 for 
tne 570-pound bale. 

The cotton, planted March 9, 
brought 54¢c a pound, this in- 
cluded a 10c per pound bonus 
paid hy the Elba Jaycess as 4 
premium on the first bale. 

Jake Morrow, gin manager, 
said there was 850 pounds of 
seed and 570 pounds of lint pro- 
cessed. 


Bryan Taylor, Jaycee presi-| 


dent, presented a check for $54 
to the growers of the first bale. 
Morrow’s Gin made up the rest 
of the difference between the 
54c per pound and current mar- 
ket price.
